Strawbridge, it is ORDERED that the Report and Recommendation is APPROVED and 
ADOPTED. Accordingly: 
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1. As to the Lien filed by Podhurst against Turner (Doc. No. 7071): 

(a) Podhurst shall receive ISVi % of the Monetary Award as its fee, subject to this 
Court’s ruling on the 5% Holdback Request; 

(b) The remaining funds shall be distributed to Turner. 

2. As to the Lien filed by Podhurst against Smith (Doc. No. 7064): 

(a) Podhurst shall receive 17 % of the Monetary Award as its fee, subject to this 
Court’s ruling on the 5% Holdback Request; 

(b) The remaining funds shall be distributed to Smith. 

3. As to the Lien filed by CMDA against Johnson (Doc. No. 7449): 

(a) CMDA shall receive IVi % of the Monetary Award as its fee, subject to this 
Court’s ruling on the 5% Holdback Request; 

(b) The remaining funds shall be distributed to Johnson. 


The Claims Administrator is ORDERED to disburse the withheld funds in accordance 
with this decision, the provisions of the Settlement Agreement, and all Court Orders regarding 
implementation.
